I wrote a short article 
some time ago about the 
importance of timeliness 
and responsiveness, and 
received appreciative 
feedback. Yet, the problem 
seems to be getting worse, 
not better, though it is 
generally good up here in 
Northern Michigan. 

When there is a prob- 
lem, it may not mean the 
managers are bad at what 
they do or are self-ab- 
sorbed, it simply can be 
the crazy-busy world we 
live and work in. 

In my leadership 
consulting and coaching 
work, I spoke with liter- 
ally hundreds of business 
people every year and 
feel compelled to write 
about these very important 
themes, as I heard repeat- 
edly: 
| I do not feel appreciated 
r valued. 

Does she/he think what 
do is not important? 
She/he does not seem to 
are what I think 

I quite often have to 
follow up. 

As an example, one 
very talented, dedicated, 
up and coming person 
shared her concern that 
she does not believe she 
and our contributions are 
valued as she is seldom 
asked for her ideas for 
potential improvements. 
When I discuss timeliness 
and responsiveness with 
senior managers, they in- 
variably say, “I know, I’m 
so busy, I just don’t have 
the time.” 

We cannot afford to 
make these excuses. The 
health and greater success 
of our organization de- 
pends upon our effective- 
ness as communicators. 

As leaders, we must 
make time to have one- 
on-one conversations and 
to ask for ideas, e.g., How 
can we improve? What 
can we do better? What I 
do better? 

Our busyness is not ac- 
ceptable. 

There is no magic bul- 
let, though there are steps 
we can actively take. We 
must determine how to 
manage our schedule and 
not let our schedule man- 
age us. 

Each of us has different 
circumstances and levels 
of support. We each need 
a customized plan to man- 
age our time and attention. 
It surely means not being 
captured by our smart 
phones and computers.

We need to be along- 
side our people! 

Easy? No! — Neces- 
sary? Absolutely! 

Simple little things 
that can go a long way to 
communicate our respect 
for the other. For example, 
if we receive a request and 
we’re totally swamped, 
we can promptly respond, 
briefly explain, and ask 
if we can get back this 
afternoon, tomorrow or 
whenever we can be avail- 
able.

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‘Groundhog Day’ has 
Anglo, German origins 


According to tradition, 
if the groundhog comes out 
of his hole on Feb. 2 after a 
long winter nap and sees his 
shadow, he will regard this 
as an omen of bad weather 
and return to his hole. Six 
more weeks of winter can 
be expected in such a case. 

If the groundhog comes 
out and the day is cloudy 
and he cannot see his 
shadow, he will take this 
as a sign of spring and stay 
above the ground. This 
means the winter will not 
linger. 

Since 1886, the world’s 
most famous groundhog, 
Punxsutawney Phil, has 
been providing predictions 
about winter from his lare 
in Punxsutawney, Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The Groundhog Day 
event at Gobbler’s Knob in 
Punxsutawney has be- 
come a popular one in this 
country, sometimes drawing 
crowds of several thousand. 
And, of course, the results 
are broadcast nationally. 

In 1993, a Hollywood 
movie was made starring 
Bill Murray and Andie 
MacDowell that centers 
around the Punxsutawney 
tradition, popularizing the 
annual event that much 
more. 

It appears the groundhog 
day tradition in the U.S. 
has its roots in Germany, 
though the actual reckoning 
of February 2 as a predictor 
of winter weather can be 
traced back to 
Scotland and England. 

There was a longheld 
tradition in England that if 
the weather on “Candlemas 
Day” was “fair and bright,” 
winter weather would 
remain. If the weather was 
cloudy and rainy, though, 
winter was on its way out. 

Candlemas Day was 
February 2, a day set apart 
for the observation of Mary 
presenting Jesus at the tem- 
ple when He was eight days 
old. 

Since Candlemas Day 
was celebrated in the mid- 
dle of winter, it was natural 
to use the day as a gauge 
each year for measuring 
how many weeks of winter 
was left. 

It is believed the Ro- 
mans, after conquering the 
north country, brought the 
Candlemas Day tradition 
back to the Teutons, or 
Germans. They picked it up 
and concluded that if the 
sun made an appearance on 
Candlemas Day, the hedge- 
hog would cast a shadow 
and that meant six more 
weeks of bad weather. This 
was referred to as “second 
winter.” 

Since the earliest settlers 
in Pennsylvania were Ger- 
man, the tradition continued 
there. 

And since groundhogs 
were prevalent and re- 
minded the Germans of 
their native hedgehogs, 
the groundhog became the 
method for determining the 


length of winter on Candle- 
mas Day. 

The Germans even had a 
short rhyme: 
For as the sun shines on 
Candlemas Day, 
So far will the snow swirl 
until the May. 


The Groundhog Day 
observance at Punxsutaw- 
ney likely stems from this 
German tradition, especial- 
ly since the earliest records 
of the event always make 
reference to “the 
length of shadows.” 
The Punxsutawney Spirit 
newspaper is credited with 
printing the news of the first 
observance in 1886: “Today 
is groundhog day, and up to 
the time of going to press 
the beast has not seen his 
shadow.” 
The first actual trek to 
Gobber’s Knob in Punx- 
sutawney on Groundhog 
Day started in 1887 and it’s 
continued every year since. 
Here are some other fun 
facts about the day and 
about groundhogs: 
¢ According to legend, 
Punxsutawney Phil was 
named after King Phil- 
lip. Before being called 
Phil, he was known as 
“Br’er Groundhog.” 

¢ The average groundhog 
is 20 inches long and 
normally weighs from 
12 to 15 pounds. Punx- 
sutawney Phil weighs 
about 20 pounds and is 
22 inches long. 

¢ Over the years, Phil has 
seen his shadow way 
more frequently than 
not. From 1887 to 
now, Phil has seen his 
shadow more than 100 
times. He has not seen 
his shadow less than 
20 times. (There were 
about 10 years when 
Phil’s prognostication 
was not recorded.) 

¢ Groundhogs are one 
of the few animals 
that really hibernate. 
Hibernation is actually 
a deep coma, where the 
body temperature drops 
to a few degrees above 
freezing, the heart 
barely beats, the blood 
scarcely flows, and 
breathing nearly stops. 

¢ Punxsutawney is located 
in western Pennsyl- 
vania, about 80 miles 
northeast of Pittsburgh. 

¢ The name Punxsutawney 
comes from the Dela- 
ware Indian name that 
actually means “town 
of the sandflies.” 

¢ The “Groundhog Day” 
movie was not filmed 
in Punxsutawney 
but in Woodstock, 
Illinois because of 
easier accessibility. The 
actual Gobbler’s Knob 
is a wooded hill with 
a beautiful view; the 
Gobbler’s Knob in the 
movie is in the town 
square but it was built 
to scale.

After a strange first half 
that coach Anthony Tro- 
shak called “bizarre,” the 
Charlevoix boys basketball 
team got into its transition 
game and pulled away from 
Grayling for a 59-47 victory 
in the Lake Michigan Con- 
ference last Friday night. 

It snapped a two-game 
losing streak for the Ray- 
ders, and improved their 
record to 11-3 overall. 
Unfortunately, all three of 
their losses have come in the 
conference, which leaves 
them fourth at 5-3. 

But it’s still a close race, 
with Elk Rapids holding a 
narrow edge in first place 
with a 7-2 record (8-7 
overall), Traverse City St.

Should you Appraise 
your Home Before 
Putting it on the Market? 


It isn’t necessary, but 
an appraisal will give a 
good indication of the 
price the seller will actu- 
ally get for their proper- 
ty. Areal estate agent can 
give you similar reliable 
data to determine current 
market value. 

First, to determine the 
asking price, a seller’s 
agent will look at the 
“comps,” the price for 
which “comparable” 
homes in the area have 
recently been sold. 

Based upon these 
prices, the seller should 
adjust what they are 
asking. For example, 
if similar properties in 
the area are selling for 
$210,000, then trying 
to get $250,000 usually 
does not make sense. 
Thus, before putting the 
house on the market, a 
seller should review the 
“comps,” which can be 
obtained from a local real 
estate professional. 

The appraisal pro- 
cess used by a licensed 
appraiser is more theoret- 
ical than a “comp,” and 
doesn’t predict what a 


buyer will be willing to 
pay. Why would anyone 
ever get an appraisal 
then? Although rarely 
needed by buyers or 
sellers, appraisals are 
normally required by 
lenders who are consid- 
ering making a loan. 

However, sellers of 
expensive, custom homes 
may get appraisals, 
because there may not 
be any homes in the area 
that compare. Buyers 
of these one-of-a-kind 
homes will also have 
more confidence in an 
asking price that is sup- 
ported by an appraisal. 
Before determining an 
asking price, sellers 
should give their agent 
a list of major improve- 
ments done to the home, 
such as a new roof or 
upgraded heating system. 

This will help the 
agent consider all the 
factors when recom- 
mending a price. 

It will also put him or 
her in a better position to 
sell the house-and all of 
its features-for the best 
possible price.
